section 1861(mm) of the Social Security Act 16

(42 U.S.C. 1395x(mm)); or 17

(C) medical schools operated by historically 18

Black colleges and universities (as defined by 19

the term ‘part B institution’ in section 322 of 20

the Higher Education Act of 1965) or minority- 21

serving institutions (as described in section 371 22

of the Higher Education Act of 1965). 23

(d) USE OF FUNDS.—A consortia receiving a grant 24

under this section— 25
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(1) shall use such funds to provide in-home 1

health services to underserved populations and popu-2

lations at a high risk for preventable hospital re-3

admissions, such as low-income individuals, racial 4

and ethnic minorities, older individuals, individuals 5

living in rural areas, medically underserved areas, or 6

health professional shortage areas, and individuals 7

with chronic illnesses following hospital discharge; 8

(2) may use such funds to provide health and 9

non-health community-based services to individuals 10

described in paragraph (1), in addition to the serv-11

ices described in paragraph (1), to address the social 12

determinants of health and prevent avoidable hos-13

pital readmissions, such as through non-emergency 14

medical transportation, prescription delivery, care 15

coordination, grocery and meal delivery, nutrition 16

services, housing, utilities assistance; and 17

(3) may use up to 4 percent of the grant 18

amount for planning and development, data collec-19

tion and reporting, and other administrative pur-20

poses, such as structured assessment of patient and 21

caregiver needs, including comprehensive discharge 22

planning, patient and caregiver education, ongoing 23

assessment and adjustments to plans, as needed, 24

and care coordination after discharge.

SEC. 602. PILOT PROGRAM RELATED TO HEALTH CARE 19

CLINICS FOR PUBLIC EMPLOYEES. 20

tion’’ have the meanings given such terms in section 21

4 of the Indian Self-Determination and Education 22

Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 5304). 23

(5) STATE.—The term ‘‘State’’ means any 24

State of the United States, the District of Columbia, 25
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the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, American 1

Samoa, Guam, the United States Virgin Islands, the 2

Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, 3

and any other territory or possession of the United 4

States. 5

(6) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means 6

the Secretary of Health and Human Services. 7

(b) COMPETITIVE GRANTS.— 8

(1) IN GENERAL.—Beginning in fiscal year 9

2024, the Secretary shall award grants on a com-10

petitive basis to 6 States to establish and administer 11

at least one health clinic for eligible patients in ac-12

cordance with the requirements under subsection 13

(d). 14

(2) PERIOD.—Each grant awarded under this 15

subsection shall be for a period of 5 years. 16

(3) APPLICATIONS.—A State seeking a grant 17

(D) the electronic capability of the State to 10

collect, aggregate, and report data and collabo-11

rate electronically with other providers serving 12

eligible employees; 13

(E) how the State will comply with the re-14

quirements under subsection (d); 15

(F) an estimate of the number of eligible 16

employees that will utilize services supported by 17

the grant; and 18

(G) the services that the State will make 19

available through each clinic supported by the 20

grant. 21

(4) PRIORITIZATION OF GRANT AWARDS.—In 22

awarding grants under this subsection to States that 23

apply for such a grant, the Secretary shall consider 24

each of the following: 25
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(A) The description of how the State will 1

comply with the requirements under subsection 2

(d) as provided in the application of the State 3

under paragraph (3)(E). 4

(B) The degree to which the grant will im-5

prove the health care outcomes of eligible em-6

ployees in the State. 7

(C) The extent of the need of the State for 8

a grant under this subsection and the need to 9

protect the health care needs of the United 10

States as a whole. 11

(c) CONTRACTS OR COMPACTS WITH INDIAN TRIBES 12

AND TRIBAL ORGANIZATIONS.— 13

(1) IN GENERAL.—Beginning in fiscal year 14

2024, the Secretary shall award funding through 15

contracts or compacts pursuant to the Indian Self- 16

Determination and Education Assistance Act (25 17

U.S.C. 5301 et seq.), distributed on a fair and equi-18

table formula as developed through consultation with 19

Indian Tribes and Tribal organizations, to Indian 20

Tribes and Tribal organizations to establish and ad-21

minister at least one health clinic for eligible pa-22

tients in accordance with the requirements under 23

subsection (d). 24
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(2) APPLICATIONS.—An Indian Tribe or Tribal 1

organization seeking a contract or compact under 2

this subsection shall submit an application to the 3

Secretary at such time, in such manner, and con-4

taining such information as the Secretary may rea-5

sonably require through consultation with Indian 6

Tribes and Tribal organizations. 7

(d) ACTIVITIES AND REQUIREMENTS.— 8

(1) IN GENERAL.—A grant, contract, or com-9

pact awarded under this section shall be used to es-10

tablish and administer at least one health clinic to 11

exclusively serve eligible patients and satisfy all re-12

quirements under paragraph (2). 13

(2) REQUIREMENTS.—The recipient of a grant, 14

contract, or compact under this section shall— 15

(A) ensure that each health clinic estab-16

lished and administered under this section pro-17

vides all services to eligible patients at no cost 18

to such patients; 19

(B) compensate each employee of such 20

clinic— 21

(i) on a salary basis or per hour, rath-22

er than per procedure; and 23

(ii) at a rate that is not less than the 24

higher of— 25
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(I) $17 an hour; or 1

(II) the minimum wage required 2

by other applicable Federal, State, or 3

local law or a collective bargaining 4

agreement; 5

(C) ensure that each such clinic provides, 6

at a minimum, each service described in para-7

graph (3) and serves an eligible patient popu-8

lation of at least 5,000 individuals; 9

(D) conduct targeted outreach to eligible 10

employees or eligible members to inform them 11

about the services and activities provided 12

through such grant, contract, or compact; 13

(E) ensure that health insurance premiums 14

for eligible employees or eligible members are 15

not increased based on projected or actual cost 16

savings to such employees, members, or the re-17

cipient based upon receipt of the grant, con-18

tract, or compact; 19

(F) conduct regular monitoring of the per-20

formance of vendors carrying out services sup-21

ported by the grant, contract, or compact; and 22

(G) monitor performance and outcomes of 23

the health clinic supported by the grant, con-24

tract, or compact and submit to the Secretary 25
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an annual report on such performance and out-1

comes. 2

(3) HEALTH CLINIC SERVICES.—The services 3

described in this paragraph are the required primary 4

health services described in section 330(b)(1) of the 5

Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 254(b)(1)). 6

(e) AMOUNT.—Each grant awarded under subsection 7

(b), or funding through a contract or compact under sub-8

section (c), shall be in an amount not to exceed 9

$5,000,000. 10

(f) FUNDING.— 11

(1) GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS.— 12

(A) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of award-13

ing grants, contracts, or compacts under this 14

section, there is appropriated, out of amounts 15

in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 16

30,000,000 for fiscal year 2024. 17

(B) CONTRACTS AND COMPACTS.—Of the 18

amount appropriated under subparagraph (A), 19

not less than 5 percent shall be reserved for 20

purposes of carrying out subsection (c). 21

(2) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE.— 22

(A) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of pro-23

viding technical assistance to States, Indian 24

Tribes, and Tribal organizations completing 25
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and submitting applications under this section, 1

there is appropriated, out of amounts in the 2

Treasury not otherwise appropriated— 3

(i) for fiscal year 2024, $1,000,000; 4

and 5

(ii) for each of fiscal years 2025 6

through 2028, the amount appropriated 7

under this paragraph for the preceding fis-8

cal year increased by the percentage in-9

crease in the consumer price index for all 10

urban consumers (all items; United States 11

city average) for the most recent 12-month 12

period for which applicable data is avail-13

able. 14

(3) AVAILABILITY.—Amounts appropriated 15

under this subsection shall remain available through 16

the end of fiscal year 2028. 17

(4) STATE FUNDING.—A State receiving a 18

grant under subsection (b) may use non-Federal 19

funding to supplement the program supported by 20

such grant. 21

SEC. 603. COMMUNITY-BASED TRAINING OF DENTAL STU-22

In making such awards, 16

the Secretary shall ensure that each entity receiving 17

a grant operates in a different State (including each 18

of the several States and the District of Columbia), 19

territory, or Tribal territory. 20

(2) PRIORITY.—In awarding grants under this 21

section, the Secretary shall give priority to eligible 22

entities that— 23

(A) have a focus on training students in 24

rural and underserved areas; 25
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(B) partner with dental professional 1

schools and programs associated with a histori-2

cally Black college or university (as defined by 3

the term ‘part B institution’ in section 322 of 4

the Higher Education Act of 1965) or minority- 5

serving institution (as described in section 371 6

of the Higher Education Act of 1965); or 7

(C) are located in a State or geographic 8

area without a dental school. 9

(d) USE OF FUNDS.—An eligible entity receiving a 10

grant under this section— 11

(1) shall use such funds to establish a training 12

program for dental, dental hygienist, dental therapy, 13

and dental assistant students in a community-based, 14

outpatient setting; 15

(2) may use such funds— 16

(A) to support faculty and preceptor wages 17

and living stipends for trainees; or 18

(B) to purchase equipment, education 19

tools, and make renovations or alterations to a 20

training site; and 21

(3) may use up to 5 percent of the grant 22

amount for planning and development, data collec-23

tion and reporting, other administrative purposes. 24

(e) REPORTING.— 25
